Applicant's arguments filed 4/3/09, with respect to the amended claim set filed 
3/4/09 have been fully considered and are persuasive.

In view of new claim-13, Furusawa '851 as modified witli tlie functionally 
equivalent planting box of Yoshida '285 as previously presented, lacks the post-shaped 
members disposed downward from the base as claimed. 

The examiner takes the position that further modification to Furusawa as 
claimed, such as by Furukawa '661 would require impermissible hindsight reasoning. 

The remaining closest prior art of record to Azama '950 (applicants IDS) also 
lacks the post-shaped members disposed downward from the base as claimed. 

The examiner takes the position that further modification to Azama as claimed, 
again such as by Furukawa, would require impermissible hindsight.
